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Man downloaded hundreds of extreme pornographic images 

CHILD PORN ADDICT 
AVOIDS PRISON TERM 


A PORN addict who downloaded 
hundreds of child sex videos and 
images was an adrenaline binger, 
addicted to ‘the shock’ of extreme 
pornography, a court has heard. 

Mitchell Baxter, of Bolton Road, Ban¬ 
bury, escaped an immediate jail term 
after admitting three counts of possess¬ 
ing indecent images and one count of 
possessing bestiality images. 

At his sentencing at Oxford Crown 
Court yesterday the court heard how 
his addiction to pornography began 
when he was a teenager and stemmed 
from watching his father at his work in 
an abbatoir. 

Alexandra Bull, defending, said that 
this had turned him into a thrill seeker 
and that it led to him seeking out more 
and more extreme pornography 

She said: “There is a suggestion of a 
long-term addiction to pornography. 

“He had a normal and a happy child¬ 
hood and it is in his teenage years that 
he began experimenting with pornog¬ 
raphy. 

“He does suffer from low self-esteem, 
he was shy... and he was exposed to his 
father’s work at an abattoir and would 
often see the animals being killed. This 
appears to have had an impact to lead to 
seeking gratification through shock.” 

The court heard that the 51-year-old 
began with ‘video nasties’ before the

advent of the internet, which saw him 
seeking more extreme forms of pornog¬ 
raphy online. 

His addiction was exposed when po¬ 
lice raided his home address on April 
28, 2014, as part of a crackdown and 
seized a silver Dell laptop along with a 
Mono tablet and a memory card. 

On analysing the devices they discov¬ 
ered he had downloaded 23 images and 
videos of the lower category C, 262 of 
the upper category B, and 101 images 
and videos of the most extreme pornog¬ 
raphy, Class A, involving very young 
children. 

He had used peer-to-peer software 
to share the pornography and used 
search terms including ‘pre-teen 
hardcore’, ‘incest’ and ‘Lolita’. 

Baxter had also installed special 
software which permanently erases 
browser history called C-Cleaner, al¬ 
though experts could not determine 
if he had made use of it to delete any 
images. 

The offences took place between 2012 
and 2014 according to police analysts 
who seized the hardware and sifted 
through the images. 

Sentencing, Judge Zoe Smith said: 
“The children were young, seven and 


eight years of age. They were moving 
images and I think a sharing platform 
as well was used. 

“These are real children in these pic¬ 
tures subjected to nothing less than ac¬ 
tual torture.” 

For possessing the class A images he 
was given a 12-month prison term, for 
the class B images he was given six 
months and for class C three months, 
each to run concurrently. 

The jail term was suspended for two 
years. 

He is also subject to a community or¬ 
der for 24 months with a supervision 
requirement of 15 days and supervised 
activity requirement and must pay 
court costs of £500. 

Baxter will remain on the sex offences 
register for the next 10 years.

Water pipes upgrade begins 


A NEW project to upgrade a key 
section of the water network in 
Bloxham is 'well under way'. 

Thames Water engineers are on 
site in Milton Road for the 14-week 
scheme, which will see old cast 
iron pipes replaced with tougher 
and stronger plastic pipes that are 
less prone to leaks and bursts. 

The project, which will cost 
£640,000, is a crucial part of 
Thames Water's mains 
replacement programme in the 
Thames Valley in its ongoing effort 
to reduce leakage and 
interruptions to water supply. 

Thames Water project manager 
Jon Wickens said: "We've closed 
Milton Road to start work on the 
next phase of our mains 
replacement programme. 

"Although we appreciate our 


work will cause some delays, 
feedback from our customers is 
they want to see us investing 
money and upgrading our ageing 
network of pipes to reduce leaks 
and bursts. They want reliable 
water supplies that are fit for the 
future, so it's vital we replace the 
old pipes." 

The road is closed from the 
junction with Barford Road to 
Collins Drive, with a traffic 
management scheme and 
diversions in place. 

The company said it was a 
'complicated job' for engineers, 
which is the cause of the work 
closure. 

But engineers chose to start the 
work during the school summer 
holidays in the hope of causing 
less disruption. 


Thames Water is working with 
businesses that have been 
affected by the roadworks to try 
and minimise the impact. 

It has also worked with the local 
authority where the road closure 
and diversions are concerned. 

Several 'business open as usual' 
signs have also been strategically 
placed in the area of the 
roadworks to inform members of 
the public that businesses remain 
trading. 

There are also road closures on 
A41 Kingswood due to roadworks 
and barrier repairs, alongside 
temporary traffic lights in Bloxham 
Road, due to the home 
development. 

It is expected that the water 
works will be completed by the 
first week of November.

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Prison for violent 
party guest who 
assaulted officer

A MAN who launched into a 
violent rage at a house party 
and lashed out at a police of¬ 
ficer trying to restrain him, 
causing him to hit his head 
against a wall, has been 
jailed. 

Karl Kuhne, of Duke Street, 
Banbury, had been at the party 
with friends at Ruskin Walk, 
Bicester, on March 14 this year. 

The 39-year old was drunk and 
an argument ensued, Oxford 
Crown Court heard at his sen¬ 
tencing on August 17. 

While he was in a back garden, 
other revellers, who were con¬ 
cerned at his growing aggres¬ 
sion, went so far as to lock the 
door so that he couldn’t get back 
inside. 

Prosecuting, Alexandra Bull, 
said: “He was drunk and aggres¬ 
sive and it was locked to prevent 
him from re-entering. 

“He began bashing on the door 
and the police were called.” 

When he at last got back inside,

she told the court, he went on to 
punch a friend who had come to 
the party with him, striking him 
in the head. 

Police arrived soon after and 
tried to subdue him by using 
sprayed to calm him down, but to 
no avail. 

Miss Bull said: “He was brought 
downstairs and he was verbally 
abusive to police and he violently 
pushed past police officers strug¬ 
gling with him. 

“He continued to try to get away 
and police used spray on him. At 
this then He then threw his arms 
out at a police officer who fell 
and hit his head on a brick wall.” 


She added: “He said that he re¬ 
grets the officer’s head was hit 
and said he never meant for that 
to happen.” 

The court also heard how he 
had 31 previous convictions for a 
range of offences since 1998, in¬ 
cluding for criminal damage and 
assault. 

In mitigation, his defence team 
said that he was a self-confessed 
alcoholic and that despite efforts 
to combat this, he had fallen into 
bad company and since relapsed. 

Sentencing, Judge Ian Pringle 
said that the whole incident had 
been fuelled by his addiction to 
alcohol. 

He said: “I hope you come out 
of prison with a real resolve that 
you will put that part of your life 
behind you. 

“It was not a deliberate assault 
on the police officer but you 
pushed out while drunk.” 

For the three offences of caus¬ 
ing criminal damage, assault¬ 
ing an officer and common as¬ 
sault, and in light of a previous 
suspended sentence which was 
activated, he was jailed for 17 
months and ordered to pay a vic¬ 
tim surcharge.

Potholes cost council £42k in payouts 


DRIVERS whose cars have been damaged 
after driving into deep potholes on 
Oxfordshire's roads have claimed nearly 
£42,000 in less than two years. 

Last year Oxfordshire County Council 
shelled out £25,653 and so far this year has 
paid out £16,043 to annoyed drivers. 

In 2016, the authority paid £1,827.91 to a 
single motorist whose vehicle had been 
damaged on the B4526 in South 
Oxfordshire. 

Other large sums paid out include £1,739 
and £1,725 after damage caused on South 
Oxfordshire roads. 

And this year's largest successful claim 
was for £1,130, caused by a pothole on the 
A4260, just north of Oxford. 

An Oxford resident sick of the state of 
the roads near his home in Blackbird Leys 


said something must be done by both 
Oxford City and Oxfordshire County 
Councils. 

Brian Chadwick, who has lived in the 
area for over 20 years, said: "It's dreadful. 
It clearly needs some work. They're really 
bad." 

But he said the number of claims was not 
representative of how much damage 
around the county because people will not 
make a claim. He added: "All of the people 
cannot be bothered. It's too much of a 
rigmarole. You have got to go to a garage 
and get a report done." 

The county council said the poor state of 
roads in Oxfordshire was a 'national 
situation', but the Government insists it 
has given millions to Oxfordshire to sort 
out the problem.

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Slow-burning crime cinema 


DETROIT (15, 143 mins) Drama/ 
Thriller/Action/Romance. John

In 2010, Kathryn Bigelow became 
the first woman to collect the 
Academy Award statuette as Best 
Director for harrowing wartime 
thriller The Hurt Locker. 
Depressingly, there hasn't been 
a single Oscar nomination for a 
female film-maker since then, and 
Bigelow was snubbed for her work 
behind the camera on Zero Dark 
Thirty, which kindled a political 
firestorm about the use of torture 
as an interrogation technique. 

Her latest white-knuckle ride picks 
at the fresh wounds of divided 
race relations in America by reliving 
one tragic night in a fractured city 
that resulted in the deaths of three 
black teenagers. 

Released to commemorate the 
50th anniversary of the shootings 
at the Algiers Motel, Detroit is a 
slow-burning crime drama, which 
skilfully weaves together multiple 
character arcs, building to a pro¬ 
tracted sequence of gut-wrenching 
terror that draws uncomfortable 
parallels with the present day. 
Screenwriter Mark Boal employs 
his journalistic training to distil per¬ 
sonal accounts into a rich, textured 
portrait of civil unrest, intimidation 
and injustice. 

His clinical approach to highly emo¬ 
tive subject matter pricks our con¬ 
sciences and begs feverish debate 
about how much progress we have 
honestly made over the past five 
decades towards an inclusive, multi¬ 
cultural global community. 

R&B group The Dramatics, led by 
charismatic singer Larry Reed (Al¬ 
gee Smith), are poised to perform 
on the night of July 25 1967, but 
rioting forces the venue to suspend 
the concert. 

Larry and his friend Fred Temple 
(Jacob Latimore) seek shelter at 
the Algiers Motel, where they catch 
the eye of two white guests, Julie 
Ann (Hannah Murray) and Karen 
(Kaitlyn Dever). 

The foursome head to the room of 
Carl Cooper (Jason Mitchell), who 
decides to antagonise local police 
and the National Guard by firing a 
starter pistol out of his window. 

The authorities mistake foolhardy 


high jinks for sniper fire and armed 
men in uniform descend on the 
hotel. 

Police officers Philip Krauss (Will 
Poulter), Flynn (Ben O'Toole) and 
Demens (Jack Reynor) are among 
the first on the scene. 

They line up several guests against 
a wall and threaten violence unless 
someone identifies the marksman. 
Private security guard Melvin Dis- 
mukes (John Boyega) witnesses the 
abuse with mounting horror. 

When snarling threats lead to trag¬ 
edy, Krauss urges his compatriots to 
close ranks. 

Detroit employs dramatic licence 
during the centrepiece stand¬ 
off but this doesn't diminish the 
sound and fury of Boal's script and 
Bigelow's unfussy direction. 
Handheld camerawork stokes ten¬ 
sion and sweat-drenched perfor¬ 
mances from a fine ensemble cast 
are horribly believable. 

Most striking is London-born actor 
Poulter's fearless embodiment of a 
racist cop, who believes the badge 
on his chest shields him from the 
long arm of the law.

Crime still pays for Oscar-winning 
film-maker Steven Soderbergh, 
director of Ocean's Eleven and its 
sequels, in a criminally entertaining 
caper, which sacrifices plausibility 
for quirky characters and generous 
belly laughs. 

The unlikely masterminds of Logan 
Lucky are downtrodden redneck 
brothers, whose hare-brained 
scheme makes one convict snort 
"You must be as simple-minded as 
people say!" 

"People say that?" retort the lov¬ 
able siblings in stereo. 

Rebecca Blunt's lean script engi¬ 
neers unexpected twists and some 
slickly orchestrated set-pieces. 
Similarities to Soderbergh's other 
films are inevitable and Blunt play¬ 
fully addresses the issue via a 
TV news report, which cutely 
nicknames the attempted robbery 
"Ocean's 7-Eleven", referencing the 
chain of 24-hour convenience stores 
across America. 

Channing Tatum and Adam Driver 


are a winning combination as the 
blue collar thieves, who believe 
they can outwit the authorities, 
aided by a colourful supporting 
turn from a heavily tattooed Daniel 
Craig and a hit-or-miss southern 
accent. 

His exaggerated drawl is pitch 
perfect, however, next to Seth Mac- 
Farlane's portrayal of an obnoxious 
British billionaire. 

Vowels and consonants are stran¬ 
gled to the toe-curling limit. He is 
the film's glaring comic misfire. 
Construction worker Jimmy Logan 
(Tatum), a one-time star footballer 
waylaid by injury, loses his job on 
the same day he learns that his 
ex-wife Bobbie Jo (Katie Holmes) 
intends to relocate to Lynchburg 
with her new beau. 

The move from West Virginia will 
make it difficult for Jimmy to see 
his pageant queen daughter Sadie

deposited throughout the day us¬ 
ing a network of pneumatic tubes 
and the Logans are convinced they 
can break into the vault during a 
600-mile race on Memorial Day fea¬ 
turing Nascar driver Dayton White 
(Sebastian Stan). 

The brothers visit convicted 
safecracker Joe Bang (Craig) and 
promise to spring him out of jail for 
the day to access the vault. 

To protect his cut, Joe insists his 
numbskull brothers Fish (Jack 
Quaid) and Sam (Brian Gleeson) 
take part in the robbery. 

Jimmy and Clyde's beautician sister 
Mellie (Riley Keough) becomes a 
willing accompliceand the ludicrous 
scheme swings into action. 

Logan Lucky gambles on the innate 
charm and likeability of the princi¬ 
pal cast, and they dutifully steal our 
affections. 

Snappy editing maintains a brisk 
pace and dialogue is peppered with 
some amusing one-liners . 

The script plays up hillbilly stereo¬ 
types before Soderbergh subverts 
them for his tantalising finale which 
intimates this isn't the last we 
have seen of these light-fingered 
dreamers.

Let Us Be True by Alex Christofi is 
published in hardback by Serpent's 
Tail, priced £14.99 (ebook £8.99). 

A man meets a mysterious woman 
in a bar and falls in love despite 
his better judgement. It's a tale as 
old as time. Let Us Be True is set in 
Paris in 1958, with the aftermath 
of the Second World War swirling 
around the German-born lovers 
like winds of repressed emotion 
and experience. Elsa, in particular, 
strives to keep her secrets hidden, 
while Ralf finds himself caught in 
another conflict, this time between 
Algeria and his adopted France. 
London-based author and editor 
Alex Christofi draws this political 
context of living with victory and 
defeat behind his character-focused 
love story like a classical painter per¬ 
fecting the backdrop to a portrait. 


Ralf and Elsa are each damaged 
by the war - he's a 'few years, but 
an entire generation' older than 
she - but Christofi's page-turning 
second novel ensures their relation¬ 
ship is the focal point.

On the plus side, each of 
the Grey girls seems to have been 
genuinely personable and strug¬ 
gled (on the whole, disastrously) 
to control her own destiny. On the 
downside, by choosing to write in 
the first person about each sister 
in turn, Gregory has limited herself 
to three increasingly bitter and 
unreliable narrators, each of whom 
spent a large proportion of her 
life in captivity. The prejudices of 
her protagonists allow Gregory to 
incorporate all sorts of sensational¬ 
ist allegations into the novel. But 
whether ardent, and knowledge¬ 
able, fans of Tudor-bethan fiction 
will forgive her portrayal of Eliza¬ 
beth I as cold, spiteful, lewd and 
vacillating is another thing entirely.

Used Car Road Test

Mazda CX-5 makes good 



MAZDA CX-5 (2012-2017) 

MODELS COVERED: 

5-door SUV [2.0 petrol / 2.2 diesel] 

Introduction 

For years now, the market’s fastest 
growing segment has been that for 
Qashqai-like Crossovers and com¬ 
pact soft-roading SUVs. If you want 
a used car that offers the best of 
both and offers fine driving dynam¬ 
ics, low running costs, practical 
space and decent value, then it’s 
hard to ignore this one, the first gen¬ 
eration version of Mazda’s CX-5. 

Not the first car of this sort you 
thought of is it? But try one and you 
might just think it to be the best. 

The History 

Mazda was late to the Qashqai- 
class Crossover party but when it 
did at last turn up with a model in 
this segment - in 2012 with this first 
generation CX-5 model - we found 
that the job had been done properly. 
So is this a soft-roading RAV4 or 
Freelander-style compact SUV with 
at least a modicum of off road gump¬ 
tion? Or the or the kind of family 
hatchback-on-stilts the industry 
calls a ‘Crossover’, Qashqai or 
Peugeot 3008-style models better 
suited to Sainsburys than the 


Serengeti? We’re going to let you 
make up your own mind on that one. 

Probably, the definition doesn’t 
matter. Depending on your prefer¬ 
ence, you could pigeonhole this 
CX-5 either way -which is exactly as 
Mazda wants it. That’s why it creat¬ 
ed modestly powered entry-level 
2WD versions for school run mums. 
And pokey all-wheel driven vari¬ 
ants with a tougher remit further 
up the range. Here’s a brand who 
reaped the benefits of late arrival to 
this particular party. A maker who 
looked carefully at what was availa¬ 
ble, what buyers wanted and what 
they actually needed. A measured 
approach that paid dividends. This 
MK1 model CX-5 sold until it was 
replaced by a second generation 
model in mid-2017. 

What To Look For 

Most CX-5 buyers were came 
across in our ownership survey 
were enthusiastic about this car but 
inevitably, there were a few rogue 
examples; make sure you avoid 
them by checking out the things 
below on your test drive. 

One owner had a problem with 
faulty engine injectors necessitat¬ 
ing frequent oil changes. Another 
found his manual model would con¬ 


tinually get stuck in reverse and 
would crunch in 1st and 2nd gear. 
Another found he was getting 
through tyres at an unreasonable 
rate - 3 sets in a year, the issue com¬ 
pounded by the fact that only two 
brands make tyres for a CX-5, so 
prices are high for replacement rub¬ 
ber. One owner experienced a 
knocking sound on full lock, an 
issue traced to faulty suspension 
mounts. And another found the 
iStop engine start/stop system on 
his car ceased to work. 

Otherwise, the issues we came 
across were relatively minor ones. 
Check out the infotainment system; 
there were lots of reports of faulty 
Bluetooth connections and faulty 
sat nav set-ups. A lot of these issues 
can be solved by software updates 
and a larger SD card. One owner 
had a faulty rear parking sensor. 
And another found warning lights 
randomly coming on in the dash. 

On The Road 

The key to understanding this 
CX-5 is getting to the bottom of what 
Mazda means when it uses the term 
‘SKYACTIV Technology’. Basically, 
it’s Mazda’s programme for radical 
lightweight efficiency and it debut¬ 
ed on this car. This claims clear ben¬ 


efits in terms of economy and emis¬ 
sions but it also means that the CX-5 
is a vehicle that drives quite differ¬ 
ently to most of its key rivals. And 
by ‘differently’, we mean better. 

The entry-level petrol model 
weighs little more than 1,400kg - 
which is remarkable. To put that 
into perspective, a similarly-sized 
Land Rover Freelander weighs over 
1700kgs, which means that you 
could sit two average sized adults 
and a pair of kids in a Mazda CX-5 
and it would still weigh less than an 
empty Freelander. You’ll feel that 
this car is light on its feet as soon as 
you pull away. Mazda has worked 
hard at reducing friction in the driv- 
etrain and the gearbox feels light, 
the pedals perfectly spaced and the 
steering responsive. 

The top range-topping diesel ver¬ 
sion offers four-wheel drive and a 
twin-turbocharged 2.2-litre unit put¬ 
ting out a healthy 175PS. With the 
powerplant in this form, you don’t 
get the option of a front-wheel 
drive-only variant, something that 
so many customers for this kind of 
car now seem to want. Still, this is 
available on a model with the de¬ 
tuned 150PS version of this unit. 
And 2 WD is the only choice if you 
go for the entry-level 165PS 2.0-litre 


petrol variant. 

There’s a directness that you get at 
the helm and a tautness to this 
Mazda’s responses that is unlike 
anything else in this class. Get out of 
one of these after driving hard and 
into a Freelander or a CR-V and 
you’d do well not to plough clean off 
the road at the first corner you come 
to. For keen drivers, this is the best 
car in its class. It’s as simple as that. 

Overall 

The CX-5 isn’t one of those cars 
that jumps out at you on first 
acquaintance. But as with many 
Mazdas, its modesty hides a product 
packed with innovation. The result 
is excellent packaging, class-leading 
economy and emissions and driving 
dynamics that set a new benchmark 
in this sector. Add in a high specifi¬ 
cation and competitive pricing and 
you’ve a compelling proposition. 

Nothing less was necessary given 
the Japanese maker’s tardiness in 
entering this segment. The styling 
may not be anything special but eve¬ 
rything else about this car is. It’s yet 
another example of Mazda going its 
own way, doing things differently 
Which means? Well something 
quite simple really. Looking for a 
car of this kind? Start here first.
